A American chemist, who was in 
Germany and England for many 
months in the year 1916, having unique 
opportunities for observation in both 
countries, summed up the situation in a 
few words, which I heard him say soon 
after his return to this country. The 
" substance of what he said was this: 
“There is not. the least uncertainty as to 
how this war will end. At its beginning, 
the German General Staff summoned the 
scientists of Germany into consultation 
on every step; each branch of the army 
called to_its Service professors from the 
universities and scientific experts from its 
numerous factories; but, as the war con- 
tinued, the policy changed, the regular of- 
ficers of the army replaced the scientific 
advisers, and now the latter have little in- 
“fluence. In England, the .course of 
events has been the reverse: in the be- 
ginning the staff officers had their way; 
but, as the months passed, more and more 
were the men of science called to help in 
advice and in actual field duty, until how 
every man of note in the scientific life of 
England is at work for the country. No 
fact is more striking in the history of the 
war; none will have consequences so far- 
reaching.—DR.

‘the British weather reports leaked into Germany; 
‘and one week every condition reported indicated 
that for a few days ahead the weather would 
‘be such as the Germans desired for the dispatch 
of Zeppelins over England. The forecasters in 
‘London, however, did not, fn their printed state- 
ments, tell all that they knew, and informed the 
Admiralty that a change was probable which

This is the exact dif- 
ficulty. Many inks are in use, of such a character 
that the obvious tests would result in a destruc- 
tion of the evidence. The moral is, do not use 
the obvious tests. One can easily see what a 
field there is here for chemical investigations; and 
it is satisfactory to know that they have been 
made, and are continuing. 

Other ways in which chemistry is being applied 
in warfare are numerous, indeed, but are almost 
obvious to one who asks himself how it could be 
used. The all-important fact {s that the pro- 
fessional soldier has come to recognize the value 
of the chemist, and the latter has welcomed the 
opportunity for service. 
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Science of Gun Concealment 
* 

Whether or not camoufiage is a part of science, 
I cannot decide. What is certain is that the 
¥ rench Government included it asa part of our 
program of isvestigafion of the scientific work of 
France. The word itself, I was told, was adopted 
from the stage, meaning the art of making some- 
thing look different from what it really is—hid- 
(ing reality in the guise of innocence. This art is 
surely a science now, in its perfection. I was 
walking—struggling rather—up the hill on whose 
summit is the tiny abri known as the Fort of 
Douaumont, when I heard a battery of French 
“seventy-fives” operating very near; the shells 
were flying within a few feet of me. I looked 
around to sec where the guns were, and I could 
not discover anything. The hillside, as-far as I 
could see, was stmply a desolate waste of pock- 
marked earth, one shellhole after another. Final- 
jy I saw wisps of faint smoke, that was all. My 
companion smiled and asked if I couldn’t see the 
guns. I said J could not, and he replied that he 
‘was glad, because then no enemy could either. 
As I was then shown, the battery was about 100 
feet away. Such is camouflage. . 


We saw the whole process at another time. 
Great nets are suspended in a shed, and bunches 
of dried grass, stained to suit definite conditions, 
are tied on; then thé net is spread over the ground 
and elevated slightly where necessary, forming! 
‘inconspicuous humps over the batteries. If the 
neighboring earth is reddish, so are the bunches | 
of grass tied to the nets.

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GERMANY’S NINE EXPERTS. 


Not the least interesting of explanations bear- 


ing ov the mystery of Germany’s fatuous reli- 


ance on her submarine policy is a story coming 
via Holland. It is said that after the plan‘: of 
ruthless piracy had failed of approval by Beth- 
mann-Hollweg and had been positively rejected 
by Helfferich, it was submitted to the consid- 
eration of nine experts of the empire. 

‘Four of the nine were large bankers. One was 
an iron and railroad operator, The others were 
presidents of civic bodies: and men versed in 
the agricultural resources of the country. All of 
the nine agreed that internal conditions {n Ger- 
many demanded some departure on which greater 
hopes could be based than on the prior develop- 
ments of the war. The view that each day's de- 
lay meant trouble and increased the possibility 
of unrest and disorder was strongly emphasized. 
All the experts also agreed that the intensive 
U-boat warfare would starve England out in 
six months, at the most, and compel] her to sue 
for peace. 

As to the effect on the United States and other 
neutrals of the violation of international law, the 
nine were likewfse unanimous in the view this 
need not:be given serious consideration, though 
they differed on the naturé of the possible con- 
gequences. One man confessed that America’s 
entrance into the war might be disastrous, but 
after a careful weighing of the chances decided 
that on the whole piracy. might be ventured on. 

How typical of the German expert judgment, 
and, in a lesser degree, of the expert judgment 
everywhere! They reached a decision on form. 
They gave long study to statistical information of 
the completeness which such information has 
only in Germany, pondered over the effect of this 
factor and that factor, gave due thought to the 
administration of practical idealists at Wash- 
ington and the peace intent of the American péo- 
ple and rendered their solemn and logical verdict. 
’ But they had left out the human element, not 
only in their estimates on the rest of the world, 


‘but even on Germany itself, which has endured 


harder things since than before. They took no 
account of moral forces. The English refused to 
be starved in six months. Eight or ten pow- 
erful neutrals were at once forced into the war.

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A HEATLESS AFTERTHOUGHT. 


Whatever the East may say or think. about 
five-day shutdowns and heatless holidays, the 
great Southwest is for them, even if they should 

xtend to that section. Perhaps the Southwest 
was critical, like other sections, when the drastic 
order was given, but the holders of wheat, rice, 
cotton and lumber are beginning to see a light. 

Eastern correspondents are writing to the 
Southwestern men to get ready for shipping soon 
in considerable lots. The writers say that they 
are beginning to see an end to their shipping 
tangles and in the course of days the empty cars 
will get back to the source of supply of the great 
staples, and they want them to be forthcoming in 
a hurry. 

This haste cannot be any too great for the 
Southwest. For the growers and dealers have un- 
seasonable stocks stored in their warehouses,

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TRADING DOGS FOR SHEEP. 

The plea for more wool bas found strong sup- 
port in the pine lands.

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THE YEAR’S CRISIS. 

The only thing the German people seeni to have 
any enthusiasm for is peace. The Russian peace 
negotiations stirred them more than anything 
that has occurred within a year. The prospect of 
their cessation on account of Germany’s brutal 
terms almost caused a revolution. 

It is evident, therefore, that the German Gov- 
ernment: must have one of two things to keep the 
people from revolt—peace or a great victory that 
will insure early and favorable peace negotiations 
to end the war. 

Undoubtedly, this accounts for the much her- 
alded plans for a great offensive on the West. 
The effects of the Italian drive have passed away, 
the Russian peace is vanishing and something 
must be done to hold the much enduring people 
in line with the schemes of the “sword conquer- 
ors’ to whom anything but a German peace means 
ruin, 

A drive on the West front is the only chance. 
Under the circumstances it will be the last stake 
—the final throw in the war game. If it fails— 
well, it must fail. Preparations that will insure 
its failure must be made. This is the meaning 


of speed in getting ships, guns, war machines of 


all kinds, munitions and soldiers ready. This is 
the crisis of the year to which the President: re- 


ferred in his letter to the farmers and to the fa- 


yorable outcome of. which all our energies and 
resources must be devoted, 

We must make it a complete defeat of Ger- 
many’s military power. Anything less will pro-. 
long the war. , 
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CONDONING PRUSSIAN BARBARITIES. 

A writer who signs himself. “Charles Hooper,” 
is sending out letters from Seattle, Wash., two 
of which have been addressed to the Post-Dis- 
patch. His object is to excuse Prussian bar- 
barities in Belgium, on the ground that the Bel- 


fore, Belgian capitalists perpetrated atrocities on 
the natives of the Congo. He also calls attention 
to the Civil War barbarities in the United States, 
such as the conditions at Andersonville Prison.

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WARTIME STRAPHANGERS. 

Because of the necessity for wartime economies 
British omnibuses and tram cars are now allowed 
to admit more passengers than they have seats 
for. In other words, the straphanger has made 
his appearance in the local transit system of the 
country. Under the irresistible pressure of 
extraordinary conditions a class of unfortunates 
has been developed over there who, in America, 
are among the commonest and most familiar fig- 
ures of normal! peace conditions. In the meantime, 
under a pressure of much less intensity in this 
country, the straphanger has become a super- 
straphanger. If a figure of a certain size should 
be accepted as representing the total of standing 
passengers in peace time, a much larger figure 
would be required to represent the standing pas- 
sengers of war time. 

Having learned the secret of milking heavy div- 
idends from straphanging, will the foreign utili- 
ties press for the continuance of these unearned 
profits when the war ends? Or will America go 
energetically about it to abolish straphanging?

| Reflections Inspired by Shell Hotes | 


Shell holes {n cars, and the bigger and more 
impressive shell holes that made craters on the 
roads, invariably inspired unique and grave 
reflections in the minds of new arrivals at the 
front. When I saw my first shell hole in the 
road not 60 feet away from the camping place, 
I naturally was impelled to the thought that more 
high explosives. might be expected to arrive there 
in the near future. 


When a man emerged from a dugout to find 
shell holes that had not been tn that road 30 
minutes before, it suggested some obvious cal- 
culations as to the probable occasions when he 
might happen to be In a spot where a shell was

It lubricated dry crackers 
and bread so that one could swallow 
them, and it was welcome at any 
time and in any place, under fire and 
out of fire. Where there was confit- 
ure, even in a bombardment, there 
was satisfaction.

The French army maintained two 
systems to enable the poilus to buy 
these and other little luxuries. One 
was a system of co-operative stores. 
under the jurisdiction of army di- 
visions, where there were sold at 
cost a variety of articles correspond- 
ing to the stock of a small American 
country grocery. The other was 2 
system of “Camion Bazars,”’ nothing 
more nor less than large army auto- 
trucks fitted with shelves and coun- 
ters, which followed the army with 
foods and wine—especially wine. 

Many a time I saw great lines of 
poilus, when big German shells were 
exploding with uncanny regularity 
close by, waiting calmly and patient- 
ly at these camio bazars. They were 
bound to get their wine, and they

tale thing. Even the empty cart- 
ridge cases were covered with bushes 
or dead grass, because a German air- 
plane observer, spying such a pile, 
would know at once that a battery 
must be concealed nearby. 

But when it came to handling ex- 
plosives, the men were calmly indif- 
ferent. At a battery of great 205s 
at Cuissy, I watched the artillerists 
move the enormous shells, loaded 
with high explosives. _ The battery 
was at the bottom of a declivity; and 
I saw the men, again and again, roll 
the shells along the road and then 
let them slide headlong down _ the 
30-foot through-like incline. If a 
shell happened to stop on its way, a 
man would simply straddle it and 
give it a new start. 

Truly, these shells, full of instant 
and terrible death, were handled far 
less cautiously than were the bar- 
rels of wine. These barrels,. which 
were almost as plentiful as ammuni- 
tion, were the objects of the French 
poilu’s most tender regard. The im- 
portance of army wine (“Pinard,”’ 
as it is called) at the French front 
was one of the first things that.every 
newly arrived American learned. 

The Poilu’s Sacred Wine. 

The laziest poilu could be trans- 
formed instantly into a whirlwind of 
energy by a mere threat of. ‘no 
pinard.’’ The most. ‘objectionable 
quality of the threat of “prison” wag 
that it-was synonymous with “no 
pinard ration.” To fight without 
pinard? It would have seemed next 
door to impossibility. 

In early April was the bloody and 
tremendous battle for Craonne. As 
late as mid-August the soldiers still 
were talking about it—but they were 
not talking of the fighting on that 
desperate field. “We had no pin- 
ard!"”” “We had te drink water!” 
“One time I went without wine for 
six days at a stretch!” 

When they heard that the Ameri- 
can soldiers did not drink wine the 
poilus said aghast: ‘“Imposs-eeb!” 

I entered Paissy one day to find 
the main street blocked utterly by a 
iuge mound of stones, where a great 
shell had smashed fnto the heart of 
the town. <A crowd of poilus stood 
around the mass, with every symp- 
tom’ of utter consternation on their 
faces. Wespite the extreme proba- 
| ! bility of another shell reaching that 
- | Vicinity at any moment, they just. | 
: Stood there, stock-still, apparently | 
too horrified to care about danger. 

“Oh, bon Dieu!” “Le bon Dieu!” 
they cried. Some of them actually 
wailed. They were starmg ata wine 
barrel. The shell had punctured the 
cask, and every drop of the precious 
contents was gone. 

A shell arrived. It exploded less 
than a hundred yards away. The 
pollus did not pay any attention to 
it. Life was not worth living. The 
pinard was lost. 

Guarding the Provender. 

So dearly did the always thirsty 
French poilu love wine that every- 
body had to guard that part of hits 
daily proverder with the utmost sus- 
picious care. 

When we first started out-on serv- 
ice the procedure was to give each 
of us a bottle of coffee, a bottle of 
wine, half a loaf of bread and a cou- 
ple of pieces of meat. Sometimes 
this diet was varted with chocolate 
or eggs. Our store of food, supple- 
mented with jam if we could buy it. 
was packed carefully away under 
our seats or In blankets between the 
tool box and the running board. 
The care had to be extreme. If so 
much as an inch of the wine bottle 
projected from its covering, our 
liquid refreshment would be cer- 
tain to be on the “list of missin” 
when we were ready for a meal. The 
good potius simply could not help 
but succumb to temptation when 
wine was in sight. -;

While sharply 
criticising Sir Edward Grey’s attitude 
on the eve of the European war, 
Shaw nevertheless states that there 
was no alternative for England when 
Germany made war on France but 
to come to her rescue; to stand aside 
would have been as stupid as con- 
temptible. 

“From the democratic point of 
view it would have meant an accept- 
ance of the pretensions (of Germany) 
to dispose of the world on militarist 
lines. * *% ®*® From the interna- | 
tional Socialist point of view it would | 
have been the acceptance of the ex- 
treme nationalist view that the peo- 
ple of other countries are foreigners 
and that it does not concern us if 
they choose to cut one anothers | 
throats. © *® °* There was no al- | 
ternative; had the Foreign Office 
been the Jnternational Socialist Bu- 
reau; bad Sir Edward Grey been 
Jaures;/had Mr. Ramsey MacDonald 
been Prime Minister; had Russia 
been Germany's ally instead of ours, 
the result would still have been the 
same. We must have drawn the 
sword to save France and smash 
Potsdam (i. e., the German militar- 
ism).’’ 

Shaw, of course, does not conceal 
the particular and selfish interests 
that played an important part in 
the matter of England's -assistance 
to France; on the contrary, his ver- 
sion admits true to history that these 
interests were the deciding consider- 
ation. This, however, concerns only 
the special case of England and 
France. Generalizing he is entirely in 
the right when he defined a policy of

topic of Amelita Galli-Curci’s vocal 
greatness, nothing has so interested 
the New York public since the new 
queen of song captivated her audi- 
ence last Monday as the extent of 
her earning powers. On one side 
may be heard assertions that she re- 
ceives a bare few hundred dollars a 
performance, due to the belief of 
these folks that Cleofonte Campanini 
drove a bargain contract before his 
“find” made her American debut at 
Chicago a year ago last November. 
Other persons aver with correspond- 
ing conviction that Galli-Curci makes 
$5000 every time she sings—a mere 
matter of a dollar or two for each 
note that comes from her throat. 

Each of these groups of individuals 
is wrong and the story explaining 
why, is interesting. 

First of all, Campanini has been 


most considerate in the execution of 


his contracts with the prima donna, 
for there have been several such doc- 
uments. The first was drawn short- 
ly before the opening of the Chicago 
Opera Company’s 1916-17 season, be- 
ginning a year ago mid-November. 
It called for Galli-Curci to appear 
twice in the Chicago Auditorium, and 
the price was $1000 for both appear- 
ances, 
Signed First for $600. 

But at the end of the rehearsal of 
which was the opera in 
which she was to appear first, Cam- 
panini shared the belief of all pres- 
ent. If their ears served them ac- 
curately, she was the greatest of liv- 
ing coloratura sopranos. ‘The Chi- 
cago opera general manager, satis- 
fied that Galli-Curci would dupli- 
cate in public the impression she had 
mae at this first rehearsal, went 'to 
her and signed a contract which 
contained an option on her further 
services.. This provided for her sing- 
ing six additional performances at 
$600 apiece. 

But before the prima donna made 
her debut a cable megsage was re- 
ceived from Russia stating that. Mme. 
Kouznecowa, the Chicago company’s 
regular coloratura soprano, who was 
due to reach Chicago in December, 


| 1916, would be unable to fill her en- 


gagement. Campanini then decided 
that Mme. Galli-Curcf should take 
the Russian singer's place; so he ar- 
arranged the second contract to give 
her six more appearances at $600 
each, making the total number 14. 

After the furore at her Satur- 
day afternoon debut in Chicago a 
rush was made for the Auditorium 
box office and the tickets for the 
next announced performance soon 
were sold out. The same thing hap- 
pened for her third appearance. 

Then, in recognition of her com- 
mercial qualities, and because he 
felt it the fair thing to do, Campa- | 
nini voluntarily presented to his star 
a bonus of $2000. Her operatic 
earnings for the 1916-17 season, 
therefore, were $10,200. 

It had been orally agreed before 
the season went far, that Mme. 


Galli-Curci should sign another con} 


tract extending for four years after | 
the first, with her second season 
honorarium $600 a performance. 
But when the exceptional drawing 
powers of the soprano continued, 
Campanini decided that it was just 
to her to pay her for the first seal 
son now going on $1000 a night and 
to guarantee her a minimum of 30 
performances, with 40 each year 
after that. 
To Get $1300 Next Season. 

Next season Mme. Gafli-Curci will 
receive $1300 an appearance, the 
season after that $1500 and the last 
season of the existing contract $1800. 
So, if nothing untoward intervenes, 
the prima donna will have sung ap- 
proximately 164 operatic perform- 
ances in the five years and received 
therefor $224,200. 


jv Inasmuch as she is no less. useful 
as a concert drawing card and her |: 


contract with Charles L. Wagner 
and D. F. McSweeney will permit 
her to sing 20 times every season 
(as she did last year) there will be 
100 such appearances by the spring 
of 1921. These, with her percent- 
age concerts in the large cities, will 
yield her $250,000 more. 


In a word, Mme. Galli-Curci, tie 


had a comparatively small income | 
one and a half years ago, will find 


herself at the end of the subsequent | 


five years—-with extra proceeds from 
her phonograph records of probably 
$250,000—possessed of a fortune of 
nearly three-quarters of a million 
dollars. 

Not so bad for a woman who 
found it hard to gain recognition in 
the greatest opera house “in the 
world, and whose rise to the pre- 
miere position among living women 
singers of the world has been wun- 
precedented.

Demands of Strikers.

The strikers’ demands include an 
increase in pay from the present 
scale of 26 to 32 cents an hour, toa

oOgnition of the union; reinstatement 
of men who quit recently, and ad- 
herence to seniority rules.

Ashburn of Clark Range, Tenn. 
Ashburn was the first American 
wounded when his regiment entered 
the trenches for instruction last Oc- 
tober. 
French order of the day for gallantry 
in “Jeading patrols to the enemy’s 
barbed wire on several occasions and 
gaining information valuable for fu- 
ture operations.”’ 

In pinning the war cross on the 
breasts of the two men the Colonel 
of their regiment observed that he 
and his command were honored by 
having two of its men thus highly 
praised by the French army.

FOOD ADMINISTRATION FIXES 
PROFITS FOR FLOUR DEALERS 


Any Margins in Exess of Those Sug- 
gested Will Be Cause for 
Investigation. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 2 (By A. P.). 
— A scale of profits for wholesale 
and retail dealers in wheat flour was 
suggested by the Food Administra- 
tion tonight,.- with the warning that 
any margins charged in excess of 
those proposed would be considered 
cause for investigation. The scale 
follows: 

Wholesalers’ gross maximum profit 
on original mill packages not to ex- 
ceed 80 cents to $1.20 a barrel, de- 
pending on the character of service 
performed; on _ less than original 
mill packages not. to exceed 1 cent a 
pound. Dealers were cautioned also 
against charging more than pre-war 
profits on wheat flour and against 
asking more than a reasonable mar- 
gin on wheat flour substitutes. 

“Substitutes for wheat flour,’ the 
Food Administration announcement 
said, “should not be sold at more 
than a reasonable advance over ac- 
tual purchase price of the particular 
goods sold, without regard to mar- 
ket or replacement value.”’

In 1912, William S. Stark with- 
drew from the Stark Bros.’ Nurse- 
ries, following a disagreement, and 
formed his own company. The orig- 
inal company alleged that.the new 
concern, by unfair advertising, led 
the public to believe that it was the 
same as the Louisiana company. 

The opinion also orders the de- 
fendant company to make an ac- 
counting for the four years prior to 
the time the suit was brought in 
1916.

Belle of the Bends, After Checkered 
Career, May Enjoy Summer 
Monopoly. 

“Tt’s an ill. wind that blows no one 
good,”” in the opinion of Theodore 
Prieshoff of 1235 Blair avenue, own- 
er of the excursion steamer Belle of 
the Bends, who, as a result of an 
ice jam in the Ohio River, which 
wrecked most of the Eagle Packet 
Co.’s fleet, stands a fair chance of 
becoming the only excursion boat 
operator in the vicinity of St. Louis. 

Prieshoff, at one time a grocer, a 
few years ago induced _ several 
friends to join with him in buying 
the Belle. The boat, however, never 
fared well in the excursion businesa 
and last September was put up at 
auction in the hope of getting 
enough to pay the season’s operating 
expenses. The paltry bids offered 
for the boat at the auction discour- 
aged Prieshoff and to save:her from 
being scrapped he bought her in for 
$4000. 

He placed the boat on the Mound 
City ways to be repaired for next 
summer and luckily escaped the ice, 
which swept away the boats of his 
rival in the excursion field, the Eagle 
Packet Co. Now the only boats in 
sight for the summer season are the 
Belle and the steamer Majestic, and 
the latter is likely to be used in the 
South.

ENEMY HAS NONE, CECIL SAYS 


British Official Adds to Recent Wil- 
son Statement on War Turn 
This Year 

LONDON, Feb. shatlncnmendions 
on President Wilson’s statement that 
the war will be decided by:- what 
takes place during the present year, 
Lord Robert Cecil, Under Secretary 
of State for Foreign Affairs, made 
an important addition to it In a state- 
ment to the Post-Dispatch, saying: 

“I agree with President Wilson 
that what tdkes place this year will 
decide the war. I will go even 
further and say that the next three 
months are the testing months. I 
will not prognosticate how long the 
war will last, for no one can do 
that, but the allies are in a much 
better position to go through these 
months than are the Central Pow- 
ers. We have a future and can see 
it, and the enemy hag none.” 

Lord Cecil declined to discuss the 
internal situation in Germany, but 
his declaration about the “testing 
months” immediately ahead of the 
belligerents leaves no room for 


knowledge of the internal German 
pressure, as has the Government at 
Washington. He did, however, refer 
to the Hertling-Czernin speeches, 
statingx : 


“Hertling’s proposal could not be 
acceptable to the allies. There was 
nothing to show that it was not Pan- 
German. 
could be said to want peace, but it 
would be. on Pan-German terms. 
There was a difference-in the tones 
of Czernin, but on all knotty ques- 
tions he refrained from declaring 
himself, such as on questions of 
Belgium.”

Space for Exhibits at Big Event; 
Which Opens Feb. 18, Will Be 
Allotted Tuesday Night. 


In going over the Exhibit Building, 
formerly the Southern Hotel, to lay 


out space for the St. Louis Automo- 
bile Show, Feb, 1 to 23, the show 
management found under the dust a 
tablet on one of the walls, erected 
there in 1900 by the St. Louls Chapter 
of the Daughters of the Revolution. 
This great bronze tablet had in its 
center a bas-relief of an Indian head, 
and the inscription says: 

“Near this spot, is buried, by his 
friend, Acting Governor St. Anges, 
Pontiac, Chief of the Ottawas, killed 
at Cahokia, [1]. April, 1769. This 
tablet erected by the St. Louis Chap- 
ter of the Daughters of the American 
Revolution, 1900." 3 

The man, who in the days of its 
former glory as a famous hostelry, 
wired ahead for a room at the old 
Southern Hotel in 8t. Louis, would 
hardly recognize the place now. It 
is being transformed into a perma- 
nent exposition building. Its name 
has been changed to the “Exhibit 
Building,” and it will enter upon its 
new career with the opening of the 
Automobile Show, Monday, Feb. 18. 
On the first floor, doors which were 
never entered by guests of the for- 
mer hotel are being widened and the 
rooms made available for exhibits. 
There were baggage and storage 
rooms. On the second floor, many 
partitions are being torn out and two 
rooms made into one single room with 
no front, suitable for automobile ex- 
hibits. 

Found Blue Beard Chamber. 

On the first floor the Show Com- 
mittee of the St, Louis Automobile 
Manufacturers’ and Dealers’ Associa- 

‘tion has found a room which is as 
mysterious as a Blue Beard chamber. 
Zt has no openings, not even small 
windows, on to the first floor. It 
can only be reached from the third 
floor, down narrow winding stairs. 
The room is about 60 by 40 feet in 
dimensions. No explanation can be 
secured as to why a blind room like 
this "was built'in the very center of 
the great building. 

Attractive window cards in strik- 
ing and unusual colors will be dis- 
played Monday all over St. Louis to 
advertise the Automobile Show.~ The 
big 24-sheet posters have been on 
the billboards for a week. 

Space Drawings Tuesday. 

The drawing of space for automo- 
bile ‘displays will take place at a 
meeting of the St. Louis Automobile 
Manvfacturra and Dealers’ Associa- 
tion Tuesday night, at the City Club. 
The distribution of the space, will, 
as far as possible, be by lot. The 
Spaces are to be classified as to their 
sizes, and these drawn for by dealers 
in cars of certain specified wheel 
bases, 

A letter was sent Friday from the 
office of the show manager, 105 
Bouth Ninth street, to every dealer 
in automobiles and accessories in the 
St Louis trade territory, inviting 
them to the show. Three tickets of 
admission were enclosed. It is ex- 
pected that the attendance of dealers 
this year will be.larger than ever 
before in the history of a St. Louls 
show. . 

Owing to the fact that several of 
the local dealers find themselves un- 
able to secure cars of the new mod- 
els in time for the show, there will 
de sufficient space to meet the econ- 
omical needs of the exhibitors. <A 
large number of applications for 
Space in the accessory department 
have been received. These include out 
of town manufacturers, and so ‘far 
three of the big St. Louis accessory 
houses, and manufacturers of and 
dealers in specialties in St. Louis.

MOTORISTS GIVEN TEN - 
DAYS TO BUY. LENSES 


The new State headlight law, which 
became effective Feb. }, is to be rig- 
idiy enforced after the ten days of 
grace given motorists in which to pro- 
vide lenses for their headlights ac- 
cording to Director of Street and 
Sewers Talbert. 

The main object of the law, which 
is. to completely eliminate glaring 
headlights from the streets and high- 
ways of the State, is accomplished 
by making certain definite require- 
ments for automobile headlights. The 
lens makers have anticipated these 
requirements with the result that to- 
day there are severar makes of ef- 
ficient lenses on the market. 

No provision was made in the law 
for approving any certain type of 
lens as complying with the reéequire- 
ménts of the law, but the city, under 
the direction of Chief of Police and 
the Street Department, has arranged 
a free testing station at the west 
side of the city hall, where several 
hundred cars can be inspected every 
day. A devise has been made which 
correctly measures the light above 
the danger line.

Other Famous Victories in Gareer of Former World’s Champion 
Who Died Yesterday Include Those Over Kilrain, Ryan and 
About 100 Other Lesser Opponents.

of the late John L. Sullivan, whose death startled fight followers yester- 
day, came after his ring career had closed. About a decade ago John 
L. pulled the relics of himself together, and went in for a finish bout with 
Old John Barleycorn, the indomitable conqueror of so many champions. 


S eres to say the hardest battle and the greatest victory in the career 


John L. won. 

What iron nerve it must have 
taken for Sullivan, who had at times 
in his career all but reached the sot 
stage, not all can appreciate. It is 
sufficient to know that it meant the 
complete reversal of 49 years of life 
habits. How far Sullivan had fal- 
len only the old-timers who remem- 
ber the stories printed of his esca- 
pades can tell. 
in waves. He soaked up ali the dis- 
tillation of corn he could buy with 
the proceeds of the many “benefits” 
that ‘pitying admirers provided for 
hi. He became surly, ferocious, 
dangerous at times, and by many 
was looked upon and pointed out 
as the horrible example of what the 
brutal, bestial game of fighting 
leads to. 

But John lL. fought himself, won 
and “came back.” In the last few 
vears of his life he not only fought 
Barleycorn himself, but he helped 
others to whip this enemy of the 
world, in speech and writing. At 
the close, he had earned enough to 
live his life quie"ly and be depen 
dent on none, dying a respected cit!- 
men, instead of a drink-crazed ma- 
niac. 

That was Sullivan’s REAL cham- 
plonship battle. 


The Idol a i il eile 
UT it is not for this most mem- 
orable conquest that 
mighty John L. is endeared to the 
old-timer. That fight is not to bea 


found in the guide book which re- 
cords some of the classics of pugi- 
lism—real struggles of the mind and 
hand, the sort that search out the 
stuff of which real physical men are 
made. 

Sullivan, in the blood and iron 
school of bare knuckle days, meds- 
ured up to this test better than any 
other, in the minds of the contempo- 
rary “sporting element” which put a 
premium on gameness, stamina, pun- 
ishing power and the ability to turn 
boastful threats into quick knock- 
outs of ail who opposed him. 

Sullivan had many ring battles tn 
his career, which began in 1878, 
when the Boston-born son of an 
Irishman was .20 years of age. At 
this time Sullivan was all that the 
breeders of human animals could 
have desired of any pugilist. His 
196 pounds of upstanding bone and 
sinew was animated by a courage 
that was not to be daunted. Noth- 
ing disconcerted him, he feared noth- 
ing. One opponent was as alike: to 
another as two peas. “Sure I’ll fight 
him,” he'd rumble in that deep 
basso; and fight he would. Further- 
more, hé generally won quickly and 
by the knockout. 

For, although Sullivan arose and 
grew in times of the London prize 
ring combats, when fights were won 
not by the well-directed punch, but 
by long rounds of mauling, cross- 
buttocking, | back-heeling, kicking 
and even biting, when the officials 
were not too*squeamish, he — had 
found the knack of the good-night 
wallop.

Sullivan’s first four years of fight- 
ing won him such popularity that in 
1882, at the age of 24, he was 
matched with Paddy Ryan, world’s 
title claimant. Paddy was , some 
claimant and there were those’ who 
disputed his right to the title. To 
this day men can be found who say 
that Sullivan was never the legiti- 
mate title holder, because Ryan, 
through conquering whom he won 
his laurels, never had any right to 
consider himself champion. Sulli- 
van’s later victories over Mitchell 
and Kilrain, however, smashed the 
doubting Thomases and left John L. 
practically undisputed world’s title 
holder. 

It. was in his battles with Ryan, 
Mitchell, Kilrain and Corbett that 
the gamut of Sullivan’s career was 
run. Many victories, interspersed 
between the first and last of the 
above combats were minor chords in 
the long note of championship tri- 
umph. 

His feud with Paddy Ryan was a 
famous one. They fought three times 
Sullivan winning the first and third 
second being 
stopped by the police. 

Sullivan’s early fights were all of 
te bare-knuckle stripe. In fact, he 
had been in the ring only four years 
—he began in 1878%when he con- 
tested for the asay championship 
for the first time against Paddy 
Ryan at Mississippi City, Miss., in 
This fight had been driven 


by the Governor of the State, and 
Mississippi City was selected as the | 
c..npromise scene of the battle. It 
was near the State line and fairly | 
convenient to the sports who, in 
those days, didn’t mind such incon- 
veniences as being shunted about the 
country three or four days, watch- 
ing battles in rain or snow, and risk- 
ing arrest by the police. 


Sullivan Hailed as World’s Greatest 
When He Stopped 100 Foes on Tour

Ryan was knocked down with a 
left*hand blow, ending the first 
round; he went down bleeding in 
the’ second; in the third he was 
again knocked down and appeared 
in bad condition when he arose; in 
the fourth he was thrown heavily; 
in the fifth Sullivan-was thrown and 
arose .covered with blood from 
Ryan; in the succeeding two rounds 
Ryan was.put down. while in the 
eighth he went down in a heap— 
all through. Sullivan won the cham- 
pionship by knocking Ryan out with 
a blow of his OPEN hand!

Sullivan claimed the world’s 
championship following his victory 
over Ryan, although a terrific up- 
roar followed, One which has not 
been satisfactorily settled to~ the 
minds of everybody to this day.

When 
he completed it he was considered 
invincible, and the many with hardi- 
hood enough to stand before him 
were looked upon as weak in tho 
second story and game for the un- 
dertaker. 

Sullivan’s second bout with Ryan, 
which was held in New York on Jan. 
19, 1885, was stopped by the police 
aftér one round. However, this is 
not the most interesting sidelight 
connected with this fight. The real 
feature was the “‘brawl’’ between the 
pair in Sullivan's room at the Cole- 
man House. This happened when 
the receipts were being divided. 

Ryan was sore and said to Sulli- 
van “that he was sorry the fight did } 
not go to a finish.’’ Sullivan retali- 
ated with ‘“‘Well, so am I,"’ 

After this Ryan announced that 
he was Sulivan’s master, and that 
despite the fact that he was among 
friends, he wanted to teach him 
(Sullivan) a lesson. He told John L. 
to put up his hand 

While Sullivan yas in the act of 
doing this, Ryan’ sent his right to 
Sulivan’s nose, staggering him. 8ul- 


livan tried a left, but missed, and 
Ryan hit him again. Here friends 
stepped in and prevented a rough- 
and-tumble battle. 

This ‘brawl’ led up to a third 
fight’ between the pair, which was 
staged in San Francisco on Nov. 13, 
1886, in which Sullivan was the vic- 
tor by a mnockout in _three rounds.

For many rounds before Sullivan 
was finally floored, it was: apparent 
that Corbett would win. And 
when, after 21 rounds, Sullivan was 
unable to continue from sheer ex- 
haustion and punishment, the sur- 
prise incident to a sudden knockout 
was lacking. 


It may be said of those who 
backed Sullivan in this bout that 
they showed their loyalty and regard 
for the veteran by never whimpering 
at the poor fight he gave them and 
the indifferent run for their money. 

Sullivan appeared in the ring only 
once thereafter. In 1896 he fought 
a three-round no-decision bout with 
Sailor Tom Sharkey at New York.

He didn’t believe. there 
was any fighting brood in the’ rest 
of the world unless it: was, in *Ire- 
land, and he had the utmost contempt 
for the English champions. 


Proud of Being American. 
Wheh John IL first went to “En- 


gland he expected to fight. Jem Smith, 
champion of England, for the world 
title. He met Smith Muring a boxing 
show at the Nationa: Sportings Club 
of London, where he sparred a short 
exhibition for the Prince of Wales, 
RPaward. When he 
went to the Royal box, after the setto, 
and was introduced to the Prince, the 
great Sullivan thought it was up to 
him to make the Prince feel at ease. 
He didn’t wish the sprig of royalty 
to feel any embarrassment over 
meeting such a celebrity. 

“Glad to meet you, Prince,” growled 
John I Sullivan, thrusting out a 
hand like a bear’s paw, “I've often 
heard of you.” 

Champion Jem Smith was brought 
up.and the Prince remarked that he 
would like to see the English cham- 
pion fight the champion of America. 
Smith made the excuse*that he had 
a match on and could not consider 
any other fight at that time. This 
angered Sullivan, who didn’t care 
much for ceremony when it came to 
fighting. 

‘T'll fight you right now in that 
ring down there,” -he roared, “and you 
can take purse and side stakes, if I 
don’t knock you out within four 
rounds.”’ 

If anything, this fixed Smith's de- 
termination to avoid -Sullivan. John 
L. issued his challenge officially and 
{Smith refused to take it up. Ac- 
cording to the English custom, a 
champion must accept a challenge 
from any worthy opponent if backed 
‘by a proper side stake or forfeit. John 


‘L. always claimed that Jem Smith 


forfeited his right to be called En- 
glish champion, thus removing the 
last bar between John L. and the 
world title. 


“I Never Let Go!’’—Sullivan. 
Sullivan had the grit of a bulldog. 


A little ineident illustrates his 
strongest characteristic—the bulldog 
side of his makeup. Not many years 
ago old John went up to see Terry 
McGovern training at Stratford, Conn. 
Terry was always a favorite with the 
Big: Fellow. It was in the winter. 
Sullivan got a sleigh from a livery 
stable in Bridgeport and started up. 
the main street. 

Something gave way, and the next 
instant the big fellow, with both 
reins gripped hard in his hands, was 
jerked out of the sleigh right over 
the dashboard, and was' being 
dragged down the street at the heels 
of a frightened horse. John L., ina 
big fur coat, slid on his stomach) 
and held tight until the galloping 
horse plunged into a snowdrift and 
came to a stop. 

The crowd rushed up expecting to 
find a badly injured man.

Sullivan most to the American public 
was his great generosity. He made 
great sums of money, and in his 
career heis said to have thrown away 
a million dollars, When he had money 
he never kept it in an inside pocket. 


“Glad American Won.”’ 


Sullivan knew that he was “gone” 
as champion long before Jackson ap- 
peared. He knew he was only a shell 


of ‘the once great John L., and he 
didn’t want Americans to think that 
their champion was inferior to the 
black man from the antipodes. 

He knew ‘that Jackson would beat i 
him easily at that time, and for the 
first time in his life he made an ex- 
cuse and avoided a fight. Then he 
took Corbett on, because he thought 
there was a chance he might beat 
him and because he thought that 
even if he went down at last it would 
be at the’hands of a young’ American 
and an American of Irish blood at 
that. 

With this in mind, it is easy to 
understand John L.’s last words in 
the ring—when he reeled to the ropes 
and raised his hand for silence and 
muttered through thick lips: 
“Gentlemen, I'm glad the cham- 
pionship remains in America.”

Last Big Fight a Success. 
S ULLIVAN, about this time, made 
up his mind to reclaim himself. 


With a will power not to be expected 
under the circumstances he pulled 
together and quit. It is said that even 
while operating his saloon he used to 
drink colored water, instead of whis- 
ky, in order to save his:health and 
not offend those of his friends who 
wanted him.to take a drink. 

Sullivan’s saloon venture here was 
not a success, but his last great fight 
was. This was a finish fight between 
himself and John Barleycorn, which 
he finally completely won. At the 
time of his death it was said that 
Sullivan had not taken a drink in 18 
years, and that he spent virtually all 
of that period fignting Demon Rum 
as a lecturer. 

Sullivan is by all odds the most 
conspicuous figure in pugilistic his- 
tory. His open nature, his fearless 
willingness to fight anybody any 
time, the tremendous power to his 
arms and the weight of artillery he 
carried in both hands brought him 
close to the hearts of the rugged ele- 
ment that for the most part made up 
the sporting ‘classes of e-rlier days. 
In the height of his career his name 
had a greater drawing power tha, 
the President’s and whenever he ap- 
peared on the streets or in public 
throngs gathered and viewed with 
awe the mighty conqueror of the 
world’s greatest fistic lights, the 
man who, with a single blow of his 
bare fist, cauld drive a silver dollar 
into the mahogany of a bar and fix 
it there—so gossip had it. 

Was Famous | 
OR was his fame limited to 
America alone. When he vis- 
ited England admiration for him was 
even more openly expressed afd his 
appearance everywhere caused near 
riots. He was introduced to royalty 
and met the late King Edward, then 
Prince of Wales. Sullivan almost 
crushed .the royal digits with his 
mighty grip when he greeted Prince 
Albert Edward as one American 
greets another—with c handclagp. 

After the encounter Sullivan is re- 
portel to-hav« said of “England's 
heir apparent to the throne: “He's a 
fine man, one you needn't be afraid 
t. introduce in your own home.” 

As for Boston, John L. owned the 
city he claimed as the town of his 
nativity. No arguments to the detri- 
ment of Sullivan ever lived longer 
than the time they took to utter: no 
athlete probably came as near to be- 


ing worshipped as the bluff Irish- 
American son of the Hub.

| one boxer and not the other, and, as 
you know, ‘breakaway’ from the 
referee’s chair was abolished some 
time before the war.

MORE INTERESTING TREES. 


A DAILY READER.—In Australia 
there- grows a species of acacia, 
commonly called the “angry tree.”

Persons who are thinking of 
raising chickens in their backyards 
the coming “season would do well 
to at attend the:food show which 
opened at tke Coliseum yesterday 
and will continue all this week. <Ar- 
rangements have been made at the 
show to demonstrate and explain 
how from six to a dozen chickens 
may be kept comfortably in the 
backyard and thus greatly relieve 
the shortage of meats. 

R. H. Wilkins, poultry husband- 
mai of the United States .Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, is here to as- 
sist -with the poultry part of the 
show. He is attempting to impress 
upon the people the necessity of in- 
creasing the poultry production to 
offset the scarcity of beef and pork 
and thus help win the war. 

He says the livestock meat supply 
of the United States has decreased 
15,000,000 head in the last 15 years 
and in the same time the population 
has increased 26,000,000. The allies’ 
meat supply has decreased 33,000,- 
000 head since. the beginning of the 
war, he said. 

As an educational feature a typi- 
cal back-yard poultry pen, such as 
can be kept almost any place in St. 
| Louis, is being exhibited at the show. 
It is planned to follow this up with 
free lectures in the city by poultry 
experts. \ 

Further educational work is being 
carried on this week throughout the 
country in connection with the des- 
ignation of the week as “National 
Poultry and Egg Week.” The poul- 
try raisers are seeking to spread the 
suggestion,of Food Administrator 
Hoover that poultry and eggs be sub- 
stituted for ordinary medts on the 
usual meatless ;days. This would 
make more certain the conservation 
of other meat supplies, they say.

320 EGGS IN A YEAR 


“Molly Wellington’ California 
Bird Hatched in 1914 Made 
Record as a Pullet. 


The poultry editor of the Post- 
Dispatch attended the Madison 
Square Garden poultry show during 
the New Year season. The unques- 
tion center of attention was ‘Molly 
Wellington,” a light Brahma hen, 
owned by Mrs. Lee Wellington ‘of 
Los Angeles. “Molly” was hatched 
in the spring of 1914. In her first 
year after beginning to lay she pro- 
duced 325 eggs. This. record was 
duly substantiated, by affidavits 
made and exhibited in printed form 
*by Mrs. Wellington. This not an “of- 


ficial” record in the senseé in which 
records are made under the supervl- 
sion of the Government, or of agri- 
cultural colleges and experiment sta- 
tions. But Mrs. Wellington’s per- 
sonal] reputation is such that the rec- 
ord is not questioned. 


No so-called official laying record | 


has equaled this one. It would bea 
most remarkable record fpr a layer of 
any breed or class, but doubly so 
because this bird belongs to the Asi- 
atic class, and our largest. breed, 
though the largest of our domestic 
fowls, the light Brahmas often in- 
cluded some very good layers. 


Had Narrow Escape From Rats. 

For some reason they are poor 
sitters. Many of them never become 
broody. This is true of Molly Wel- 
lington. She is a large hen of fair 
Brahma type. but is not an exhibition 
bird. She had a narrow escape as a 
chick. She was one of a hatch of 11 
and rats got 10 of them, Molly being 
preserved to fame. 

Cecil Shepard of Berea, O., exhib- 
ited Anconas at the Garden show. 
He keeps careful records of many of 
his hens and asserted he has a layer 
which laid 331 eggs in 365 days. This 
bird was not on exhibition at the 
Garden, however. Anconas belong 
to the Mediterranean class, have the 
Same shape as Leghorns, and are 
black and white in color in the pre- 
ferred proportion of five to one. 
They are fine layers, undoubtedly, 
and their popularity is increasing. 
The value of such hens as these two 
is very great. Molly, by the way, did 
not lay an egg during the _ entire 
show. This is not to be wondéred at 
after her transcontinental trip. 


There was great interest in hom- 
ing pigeans at America’s premier 
show, due to the war. Uncle Sam, 
himself, made a display which added 
still further to the interest. This dis- 
play was in charge of Lieut. William 
B. Gray Jr. of the U. 8S. Signal Serv- 
ice Corps. A placard placed over the 
birds read: ‘‘Military pigeons; they 
gave the lives of our boys in the 
trenches.” The plumage of these 
messenger birds, blue and gray, very 
appropriately represented our reunit- 
ed nation. There is a pigeon loft in 
every important military camp.

Barred Rocks Popular. 

There was an astonishingly high 
quality in the barred Plymouth 
Rocks at the Garden show. Their 
barring, and their bright, snappy col- 
ors attracted the attention of every 
admirer of fine poultry. The quintet 
of winning cockerels all placed in a 
row were the finest the writer ever 
saw. They were all of splendid 
shape, good size, and had the nar- 
row, medium dark shade of barring, 
now so much desired. The colors 
‘were bright and distinct, and the 
barring even from the head to end 
of tail. 

I was even more ietubested in the 
winning pullets for the reuson that 
some of them looked as though they 
had been bred from cockerel mat- 
ings. Whether this was true I could 
not learn. Splendid females are be- 
ing produced with increasing fre- 
quency from such matings, and some 


fanciers are predicting that in a few! 


years we shall have single mated ex- 
hibition barred Rocks in both sexes. 
Iam not sanguine about this, but let 
us hope it may come. I recall judging 
barred Rocks in a Middle West show 
five years ago, and after considerable 
hesitancy gave first prize to a dark 
but splendidly barred pullet, which I 
‘g@uspected was from a cockerel mat- 
ing. I learned afterwards that this 
was true. Later on this bird won 
either second or third place in Chi- 
cago. 

Barred Rocks would be even more 
popular than they are if standard 
eolored birds of both sexes could be 
produced from the same mating. 
This may come eventually through 
the cockerel-mating lines. Double 
matings are necessary now, although 
an occasional female from a cock- 
érel-mated pen shows exhibition 
i quality.

STANDARD FOWLS HAVE 


Die as Results of Good Breed- 
ing Are Seen. 


We do not hear so much nowadays 
about the old dispute between the 
advocates of the fancy and utility 
branches of poultry raising. In fact, 
most such disputes have been absurd. 
There is a constantly growing convic- 
tion that the best fowls from a fancy 
point of view. may just as well be the 
best from a utility point of view. This 
may not apply to some of the vari- 
eties that are khown as the purely 
ornamental varieties. _These have 
their place, too. I myself have never 
cared to raise purely ornamental 
fowls, but I like to see them ‘and I 
am glad to have others raise them. 

The American Standard of Perfec- 
tion is the final authority on the 
form, color, size and other character- 
istics of the so-called exhibition fowl, 
but the Standard descriptions are de- 
scriptions of superior utility fowls.

That beauty and utility conflict is 
absurd. The breeders of pure-bred 
fowls, the so-called fanciers, have 
done most in this country to ad- 
vance the utility qualities of fowls. 
In England a few years ago there 
was a utility craze worse than any 
we have had in America. I mean a 
craze which sought to belittle the 
beautiful show type of fowl. In En- 


gland they carried cross-breeding to| 


considerable length. Now Prof. Ed- 
ward Brown, a recent English visitor 
to America, reports that the English 
breeders have learned better and are 
trying to combine beauty and utility 
in the same fowls. Why not? 

I well recall that I once showed 
a pullet which won first prize in Chi- 
cago. As this was my first big show 
I was quite puffed up. It turned out 
the following season that this pullet 
was the best layer I had. Though an 
Asiatic she never became broody. 
She laid 19 eggs in 19 days, which, 
for an Asiatic, is doing pretty well. 
The fact that she had fine shape and 
beautiful plumage did not prevent her 
from being a great layer.” And why 
should it?

Ledgers Will Tell if 
Flock Pays Its Way |.. 


Every poultry keeper should make 
an inventory of his stock, houses and 
equipment on the first of the year. 
During the year he should keep at 
least two records, a single entry cred- 
it and debit ledger and a monthly 
pen record. 

Items such as eggs sold, breeding 
stock sold and market poultry sold 
should be written in the credit col- 
umn. The debit side should include 
feed purchased, stock purchased, nec- 
essary repuirs to equipment or any 
miscellaneous expenditures. Such a 
system will enable the poultryman 
to tell at a glance whether the flock 
is paying for itself or is being kept at 
a loss. At the end of the year a secy 
ond'inventory may de taken. If the 
inventory decreases dufing the year 
the amount should be added to the 
debit column. If it increases the sum 
should be added to the credit side. 
By dividing the year’s profit by the 
original inventory the percent profit 
for the year may be obtained. 

A monthly pen record should show 
the production for each day in the 
month. G. W Hervey of the Univer- 
sity of Missouri College of Agricul- 
ture suggested that it might also in- 
elude columns for feed, mortality, 
broodiness and one for miscellaneous 
entries. At the end of each month 
the different columns may be totaled 
A record of this sort will show the 
general efficiency of the flock and 
will be a basis for improved manage- 
ment, besides creating a greater in- 
terest in the flock Itself.

ROBABLY no man has been more in faver in 
recent years of breaking down time-honored 
traditions of the medical profession, especially 
in the matters of taking the public into its 

confidence and overturning the old notions concern- 
ing publicity, than Dr. Richard C. Cabot, himself a 
practicing physician of 25 years’ standing. In books 
and in lectures he has advocated those things which 
he believed would elevate the practitioner in the mind 
of the lay public and has had no hesitancy in attdt®- 
ing the trenches of medical ethics. 

Dr. Cabot is known as a pungent and entertaining 
writer, and he has lost neither of these in his latest 
book, “Training and Rewards of the Physician” (J. 
B. Lippincott Company). While the book is primarily 
a guide for young men who contemplate becoming doc- 
tors, there are some chapters which contain sound ad- 
vice ‘for the practitioner, and among the most inter- 


esting observations are those upon the relations of the 


physician to what he terms “unorthodor” cults, such 
as Christian Science, osteopathy and chiropractics. 
. Some of the more striking passages from the book fol- 
low: 


OCTORS. often acquire pacifist tricks. 


They become peace-at-any-price men in 


relation to their patients. Of course, 

this is obviously wrong. There are 

times when one must resist a patient's 

will. A father wants his child’s scarlet 

fever hushed up, not placarded in red 
on the house door by the Board of Health. He may 
be angry enough to discharge a physician who insists 
on Going his duty in protection of the public. With 
such wrath one cannot make peace honorably. But it 
is amazing hew rarely such antagonism need be aroused 
if the doctor has himself well in hand 
and refuses to fight without good rea- 
son. 

Many men fail because they do not 
keep-up with medical progress. To- 
day probably the medical reading of 
the majority of physicians in this 
country consists in skimming very 
hurriedly the titles or contents of one 
medical journal a week. Next to this, 
the failure to attend district medical 
meetings, state or national medical 
meetings is probably the. commonest 
cause of falling behind in the march of medical prog- 
ress. 

Twice I have known men to come near to failure be- 
cause they chose the wrong place to settle in. Occa- 
sionally a man gets into medicine who doesn’t really 
like the job. Finally, I have known a few men to fail 
because they could not get on with their fellow prac- 
titioners and were always in hot water over some 
trifle.

I remember once asking an old practitioner, just be- 
fore I entered practice, how anyone ever got any pa- 
tients. His answer has been widely verified in what 
1 have seen of medical success. He said: “One gets 
more patients by being faithful to the few one has.” 
If you show real devotion, people pass the word along 
to others and you get known and sought after. This 
is a physician’s best as- Well as his most graceful 
method of advertising. 

Homeopathy bids fair today to die out within a short 
time because it is becoming increasingly obvious that 
the differences between homeopathy and the old school 
practice of medicine are so slight as to be negligible. 
Homeopathy flourished only so long as it wags perse- 
cuted. 

I think that the homeopaths have suffered more from 
the competition of the osteopaths than from any other 
single source. Today the osteopath, in turn, is begin- 
ning to suffer by competition with the chiropracter, 
whose education, bemg even briefer and more deficient 
than that of the osteopath, has cost him less and 
whose prices are therefore often lower. 


We are often asked why we do not add the perfectly 
real relief which the osteopathic treatment gives to 
our armamentarium of remedies. Why should we not 
advise people as to hygiene, give them medicine and 
surgery, where those are needed, and also manipulate 
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their sore bodies, as the osteopaths do? 
simple answer is, I think, that most doctors do 
not like that sort of work. If they had to make 
a living with their muscles primarily, they would 
choose some other occupation. 


The irregular healers of various cults have their 


vogue also because they generally unite in condemning 
‘surgical operations. 


A patient is told by a doctor that 
he must have a surgical operation performed. He 
naturally dreads it and seeks relief elsewhere. The 
Chinese herb doctor, the Christian Scientist, the osteo- 
path all agree in telling him that-he needs no opera- 
tion. This is an immense relief, especially as in many 
cases no disaster follows disregard of the surgeon’s 
warnings. As long as surgeons are as reckless as 
they now are in, advising operations, the irregular prac- 
titioner will continue not only to flourish but to do a 
certain public service in encouraging people to disre 
gard the surgeon’s false advice. 


Among the rewards which the doctor cannot expect 
is wealth. Few doctors have ever grown rich from 
their medical fees and if I read the signs of the times 
rightly the number of doctors with incomes above $5000 
a year is going to be smaller in the future than in the 
past. 

Another reward which the budding doctor must learn 
not to expect is gratitude. He also gets abuse where 


it and left unthanked when he does. 

Sometimes a doctor can get his reward in the aware- 
ness that he has foiled disease and cured his patient. 
But if he is honest with himself he will not often be 
able to say: “I cured him. I pulled him through.” Ags

That things should be done quietly, decently and 
without advertising is the time-honored custom of or- 
ganized medicine. The old adage that “a little knowl- 
edge is a dangerous thing’ has impressed itself so 
deeply upon the mind of the medical profession that it 
has prevented doctors, until very recently, from taking 


‘ the public into their confidence or attempting to put 


into the sick man’s hands the knowledge necessary for 
him to take his part in the fight against disease. A 
change in our beliefs upon this matter is now react- 
ing favorably, I think, not only upon the health of the 
community, but upon the development of the private 


- practitioner. 


Until comparatively recent times it was considered 
unethical for a physician to talk for publication. It 
appeared that he could do so only to advance his own 
interest; in other words, as a means of advertising him- 
self. It is probably true that every physician who now 
talks for publication on matters of public health does 
advertise himself and benefit his own pocket to a cer- 
tain extent. But the crying need of general education 
about health and disease has made us now willing to 


‘condone or even to encourage the appearance of med- 
’ {cal men In the newspapers, provided they never dis- 


cuss their own private ideas or proficiencies, never sug- 

gest, directly or indirectly, that the reader should pat- 

ronize the writer, but confine themselves wholly to 
bringing home to the reader what 
he needs to know about his own 
health and about diseases which 
may attack him. 

A considerable part of the doc- 
tor’s task with tired, discouraged 
or bewildered patients is to cheer 
them up. But with most of us the 
stock of cheering words and acts is 

very limited. Yet the part of encouragement is one 
capable of much cultiavtion and one does not need to 
be absolutely original in the means employed with 
each sufferer. 

“Face the very worst that can happen,” J have often 
said to discouraged patients, “and you will find it far 
less disastrous than your glimpsing apprehensions. 
about it. Turn straight towards what you dread as we 
turn a horse’s head toward the object he is shying 
away from, and you will find it can no longer scare 
you.” 


I have often seen men grossly ignorant of the tech- 
nique of medicine and quite unconscientious in their 
study of their patient’s diseases, acquire a wide pop- 
ularity amd a large income because of their power to 
please, to flatter and cajole their patients. Every phy- 
siclan has abundant need of all the social skil] that 
he can acquire and honestly apply. But it must be con- 
fessed that social sill is often an accomplishment suf- 
ficient to make up for any degree of medical incompe- 
tence on the technical side of the profession. I like 
to believe that there is less room for this type of chi- 
canery than there was 25 years ago and that the avail- 
able space is constantly dwindling as people get more 
general knowledge of the body in health and disease. 


There is no longer any need to go abroad for gen- 
eral medical improvement after graduation. American 
post-graduate instruction has now caught up and 
passed that for which Americans formerly went to 
Germany, to Paris or te London. The majority of 
Americans whe have gone to Europe in recent years 
for generaf medical improvement have, I think, wasted 
their time. «a good many have told me so.

S the introduction of modern trench fight- 


ing by the Germans developed the Brit- 
ish “tank” to oppose it, so necessity 
mothered the depth bomb to fight the 
U-boat. One is the most interesting in- 
vention of the war for land operations 
and the other for the combat at sea. 

Printed accounts of naval conflicts with submarines 
have contained many references in the last few months 
to the depth bomb, whose construction and use, how- 
ever, appear not to be widely understood. Simply 
stated, the bomb is a charge of high explosive, so ar- 
ranged as to go off when it has sunk in the water to a 
certain depth. The detonation, as the scientists call 
it, is caused by water pressure upon-an automatic at- 
tachment, which can be set so that a bomb will ex- 
plode at any desired depth. 

A charge of about 250 to 350 pounds of trinitroto- 
luol, or the same as is contained in the modern tor- 
pedo, is carried by the type of bomb most in use and 
its effectiveness is due to the fact that it does not 
have to hit a submarine to destroy it. Its destructive- 
ness is based upon the incompressibility of water, so 


that the shock of detonating a mass of high explo- - 


Sive under water is felt immediately in all directions. 
Of course, the effect will diminish in proportion to 
the distance from the bomb, and it is also easily ap- 
parent that the expanding gases caused by the explo- 
picn will seek the line of least resistance. 

If a ship be torpedoed, the line of least resistance 
will be the hollow interior of the ship, the incompres- 
sible water forming a wall in all other directions. But 
when a-mine or depth bomb is detonated the line of 
least resistance is upward, and the gases cut their 
way quickly to the surface, carrying a feuntain-like 
mass of water into the air. If the detonation is at a 
considerable depth, the resistance to the escape. of 
the gases at the surface is increased, 
as is the shock transmitted through 
the water in all directions. If the 
gases fail to get to the surface and 
blow it up, they will crush any un- 
dersea craft that may be nearby. 


The destructiveness of the bomb 
against the submarine depends upon 
the depth at which it is detonated 
and the distance of the submarine 
from the explosion. A bomb deto- 
nated below a submarine will trans- 


‘mit a greater shock to it than if 


exploded above, and as to distance, 
Hudson Maxim has said that 6500 
pounds of trinitrotoluol exploded 
deep under water, within 125 feet of 
a deeply submerged submarine, will 
entirely destroy it. Smaller charges, 
of course, have to be exploded pro- 
portionately closer to the submarine 
to insure its destruction.

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chamber (11) the bomb im- 


mediately sinks under the 
surface of the water 15 feet, 
where it lies in wait for its 
prey. If by chance a mer- 
chant or patrol vessel should 
attract the bomb, the bomb 
would attach itself to the 
side of the vessel. The bomb 
is fitted with powerful mul- 
tipolar electro magnets all 
over its outer shell. These 
are not normally excited, 
but as soon as a submarine 
comes within a few feet of 
it, the presence of her iron 
mass causes a sensitive mag- 
netic needle relay to close 
the battery circuit. through 
the powerful electro magnet 
nearest to the submarine’s 
hull. If the submarine is 
close to the depth bomb, the 
bomb will attach itself to 
the submarine, unknown to 
the crew. 

Use is also made of a com- 
pressed-air tank and two 
discharge jets, one at either 
end, the air jet farthest 
from the submarine being 
actuated by a magnetic 
valve opened by the mag- 
netic relay (2). The depth 
bomb will be propelled to- 
ward the submarine by the 
escaping air, even though 
the bomb is several yards 
away. 

The bomb is harmless un- 
til the submarine dives to 


fire a torpedo at its prey. At

ing a submarine is to make a dash for it at full 
speed. Estimating the depth the U-boat is likely to 
reach before it can be attacked, and the distance for- 
ward it is apt to be carried, the destroyer will en- 
deavor to drop a bomb so that it either will hit the 
submarine or be detonated below it within crushing 
distance. 

The depth bomb probably is more feared by the men 
on the U-boats than any other single weapon in use 
against them, and because of its proven effectiveness 
consistent efforts are being made to improve it and 
Some of the nesy ideas which are be- 
ing tried out are offerings of/F. R. Lewis of .New 
York, inventor of several war devices, among 
which is an improved range finder for bomb dropping 
from airplanes. The general arrangement of the 
Lewis electro magnetic bomb is shown in the section- 
gl drawing accompanying this article. The bomb is 
designed to be harmless to vessels on the surface, but 
to destroy any submarine which comes within the 
radius of its powerful electro magnets. 

The bomb can be planted in waters infested with 
enemy submarines with the aid of patrol boats or 
hydroairplanes. By turning the screw that opens 
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a depth of 30 to 35 feet the 
water pressure causes the 
hydrostatic valve (6) toe 
work the electric switch (5), 
which in turn operates 
thepark coil (4), exploding a powerful high explo 
sive charge in the chamber (15). The charge is heavy 
enough to blow in a plate or two or cause the plates 
to be blown in to such’ an extent that the submarine 
would sink in a few minutes. 

There is provided an airtight chamber around all 
electrical parts and the explosive chamber, as_ the 
bomb, lying in the water, would be affected by the 
different temperatures, which cause sweating (con- 
densation), and this moisture would sooner or later 
cause the bomb to become dead and consequently harm- 
less. A special time switch is provided which keeps all 
circuits open until after a predetermined time period, 
thus enabling the ship’s crew to cast a bomb overboard 
and get away from the spot before it becomes active. 

These depth bomps can be cheaply made and could 
be planted by the hundreds in the zones picked out for 
this purpose, at night (or by seaplanes in the daytime) 
and as the bomb sinks to A4-depth of 15 feet, there is 
nothing to show the enemy where danger lies. The hy- 
drostatic valve is controlled by a tension spring and 
setscrew indicator which can be adjusted for the bomb 
to explode at a predetermined depth of 30 to 100 feet, 

The chief means now employed to fight the sub- 
marine at open sea are the de- 
stroyer, with its guns and depth 
bombs, and airplanes, carrying 
bombs. Scientists and naval men 
seem to have largely given up the 
idea of a single invention which will 
eliminate the U-boat, but they appear 
to be well agreed that if any one 
thing would rid the sens of subma- 
rines in short order it would be a 
sound detector of the right sort. This 
detector would have to be of sufft- 
cient range to enable the craft in 
search of it to find and follow a sub- 
marine when it submerged. Then it 
would only be a matter of waiting a 
little time for the enemy craft to 
come up, when it could be pounced 
upon and destroyed; for, odd as it 
may seem, the undersea boat is és- 
sentially a surface craft. It spends 
80 per cent of its time on top of the 
water and can remain submerged 
only a comparatively short while.

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OW AN AMERICAN SUPPLY SHIP SAVED" 
SEAPORT FROM A SUBMARINE 


N July 4 of iast year a big American 
naval supply vessel saved the city of 
Ponta del Gada, in the Azores Islands, 
from destruction by the guns of a Ger- 
man submarine. 
This tale of valor by the fighting sea 
force of Uncle Sam should be told in all 
its details, but the naval censor remains adamant to 
every plea to let all the facts be known, together with 
the name of the ship, its commander and crew. 


The fact that the incident occurred on July 4, Xmer- 
ican Independence Day, makes it the more significant 
and thrilling. 


' About that time there was a rumor of German 
U-boats in the vicinity of the Azores, which are a lit- 
tle more than one-half way between principal Ameri- 
can ports and British and French ports. 


While the American supply ship was lying in the 
harbor of Ponta del Gada a big, modern German sub- 
marine entered and without ceremony began shelling 
the city. The people of the city were asleep. It is 
quite possible the U-boat commander did not discern 
in the early morning light the big war-gray supply 
ship moored to one of the docks. 

In any event, the inhabitants were suddenly awak- 
ened by tke booming of guns. The American com- 
mander, whose name is withheld from publication, al- 
though it has been blazoned forth in gvery publication 
in the Azores and doubtless throughout the mother 
country of Portugal, called his crew to quarters, 
warped his ship around and replied to the fire of the 
U-boat, driving it off after a lively engagement, thus 
saving the city. | 

One report has it that the guns on the supply ship 
were outranged by those of the submarine, but this 
is said not to have been the case. The vessel is one 
of the same type which caused a tremendous sensation 
when first seen in a French harbor with a great cargo 
of supplies for Gen. Pershing’s forces. No other navy 
has anything like these big supply ships. 

The commander of the American vessel holds an 
auxiliary commission in the navy. This is the rule 
with ships of this type. He is a fighting man and has 
a gun crew the equal of any, but not an officer of the 
regular naval personnel. 

The U-boat commander sneaked into Ponta .del Gada 

to surprise the town and do all possible damage before 
the inadequate short-range and more or less antiquated 
land batteries there could be brought into play. He 
doubtless got the surprise of the war in the package 
which was promptly handed him by the American com- 
mander. 
There were some casualties on shore, but none on 
the American vessel. The people of the city attend- 
ed vespers the evening before, as was their custom, re- 
tired to their homes in peace and quiet, only to be 
awakened in the early hours of the morning by the 
brutal German commander and his guns. 

Only the presence of the American vessel saved the 
city from at least partial destruction, since the sub- 
marine lay beyond range of the shore batteries, which 
were helpless against it. That the American master

Easterners will be interested to know that the Amer- 
ican skipper is a New York boy. He served on the 
school ship Newport, from which he graduated in 1906.

Recently the Navy Department authorized the pub- 
lication of the name of the American destroyer—the 
Fanning—which captured a big U-boat and started to 
tow it to port when it suddenly sank. The name of 
the commander of the Fanning, and even the picture 
of the officers and crew, was issued. That should 
serve as a release for such a story as the Ponta del 
Gada affair, but it happens that the authorization to 
publish the name of the Fanning was secured with 
the greatest difficulty, even by authorities within the 
navy. 

The following is the translation of an article pub- 
lished by a Portuguese newspaper, A Republica of St. 
Michael’s, of July 29: 

“There is now leaving our port the American war 
vessel which, in the dawn of the 4th of this month, 
saved the city of Ponta del Gada, its inhabitants and 
its possessions. 

“It saved Ponta del Gada because, if it had not been 
there, even the most heroic attempt to defend the 
city made on that morning by the military force of 
Mae de Deus would have proved insufficient, not only 
by the position of the enemy in attacking, but also 
because the cannon of that place were inferior to 
those of the submarine and so, under such conditions, 
could not attack to advantage. 

“Thus Ponta del Gada, on the 4th of July, without 
this American ship in port, might have been reduced 
to a stone pile, according to the phrase of one of its 
officials. For this, it rests with its corporation and 
with the municipal government to present to the cap- 
tain of the American vessel a sincere expression of 
their gratitude and to promote a public subscription 
for buying some object of art to offer him in the name 
of the citizens of Ponta del Gada. 


“The dawn of the 4th of July! Who can ever for- 
get it. Who can ever forget the awakening horror of 
a sleeping city that at vespers of the night before 
went peacefully to its repose without premonition of 
the death and destruction ahead! 

“The unhappy Thomasia, who, in her poor village, 
fled to the street full of fear and terror—little did she 
know at vespers the night before that at daybreak of 
the following morning the splinters of a German shell 
would fracture her skull, causing instantaneous death! 


“It is the body of this girl, found in her village, 


amid general sorrow and horror and surprise, whom 
none here shall ever forget, that at the same time 
should signify a vehement protest against this work 
ot German barbarism! 

‘Much is due this man of war, whose duty com- 
prised such vigilance that after the bombardment it 
redoubled its service to Ponta del Gada. Her launches 
patrolled the sea every night. Her captain visited the 
forts and brought together on board his ship the day 
following the bombardment the maritime and military 
authorities. 
~ “We must not forget; the frequent visits he made 
to the wounded in the hospital and to the scene of the 
disaster to examine the destruction caused by the 
German shells, as did al) the officers and sailors, giv- 
ing money in Faja de Cima to the people who had suf- 
fered, especially to the old owners of the house on 
which the grenade fell and who miraculously escaped 
death. | 

“An officer of the vessel knew that in the Rua do

Sail the seas proudly to the land of liberty 
and Washington; and when you arrive there, tell your 
compatriots that you carry with you the gratitude of 
a whole people. And, if some day you return in com- 
pany with your comrades, may you bring brariches of 
olive as messengers of peace!” |

or, in other words, the “junkers” or “squires” of 
the empire. It is this same class which precipi- 
tated the war, which forced a reluctant Govern- 
ment to proclaim an unrestricted submarine 
warfare at the cost of bringing the United States 
into the conflict, and which is even now driving 
the nation on to further sacrifices by holding out 
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promises of peace with a “German victory.” 

Just who are the junkers—this small but pow- 
erful class who plunged the whole vorld into 
bloodshed, and whom President Wilson has de- 
scribed as “the sinister masters of Germany’? 
What is their origin and by what means were 
they enabled to engrdss such power as to become a 
menace which a majority of the globe’s inhabitants 
finds it necessary to band together in order to put 
down by force? 

Many of them trace their origin to the Teutonic 


Knights of the Mid- 
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A modern Junker home, built, like its predecessors, purely with the military purpose of 


commanding the countryside. 


Alsace-Lorraine. The junkers have always been fa- 
natical supporters of the monarchy—except, as in the 


"ease of the present Emperor’s father, Frederick III, 


when the monarchy showed signs of becoming tainted 
with Liberalism. It is the opinion of former Ambas- 


dle Ages, a crusading 
order which con- 
quered the original 
Slavic aborigines of 
Prussia and settled 
among them as their 
military masters and 
lords. Others were 
chieftains under the 
early Hohenzollerns, 
and were rewarded 
for their services 
with grants of land. 
They are a remnant, 
the most vigorous 
extant, of the feudal 
Barons of medieval 
times, who dwelt in 
their castled strong- 
holds and followed,- 
as did the first Hoh- 
enzollerns, the ca- 
reers of slaughter 
and brigandage. The 
junkers still have 
their castles, built 
upon the heights to 
overawe the peas- 
antry; and civiliza- 
tion has left funda- 
mentally untouched 
their ingrained pas- 
sion for war and pil- 
lage.

Medieval stronhold of a Junker, still standing in Germany. 
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Sador James W. Gerard that the celebrated Zabern 
affair, with its threat to the prestige of the military 
caste, determined them to embark their country on 
the present war. 

Mr. Gerard, in his book, “My Four Years in Ger- 
many,’ which was publisheg in serial form by the 
Post-Dispatch, has given a vivid picture of the junkers, 
though perhaps one rather too flattering. He come 
pares their virtues and vices to those of the ancient 
Spartans, 

“There is no leisure class among the junkers,” he 
says. * “They are all wor'‘ers. patriotic, honest and 
devoted to the Fmperor and the fatherland If it is 
possible that government by one class is to be suffered, 
then the Prussian junkers have proved. themselves 
more fit for rule than any other class in all history. 

“Their virtues are Spartan, their minds narrow but 
incorruptible, and their bravery and patriotism un- 
doubted. * * * The junkers will fight hard to keep 
their privileges, and the throne will fight hard for 
the junkers, because they are the ‘greatest supporters 
of the Hohenzollerns.” 2° 

The writer might have added that they are com- 
pletely unscrupulous in the means used for forwarding 
the interests of their class, and that if they have helped 
make Germany great it was only incidental to enhanc- 
ing their own power. 

The influence of the junkers is, in the first place, 
founded upon their wealth. They are the great land 
owners in Prussia, and rule over their tenants with the 
despotism of feudal lords. In Mr. Gerard’s vivid 
phrase, they “are the owners of the German army,” 
The officer class in army and navy is taken almost 
solely from among the nobles, and this class is at once 
the fetish and the oppression of Germany. In addi- 
tion, the junkers control all the roads to social, pro- 
fessional and political preferment. They have evolved 
the completest system of domination ever created by 
man. Military, financial, social and professiorfal suc- 
cess may be obtained only by their favor. ‘ Perhaps 
their greatest weapon has been their complete control 
of education in the German empire. From the age of 
4 the German boy is trained up into docility and fear 
of his superiors in caste. 

“If a girl has a choice of three équally attractive 
young men,” writes Mr. Gerard, ‘‘one a doctor, earning 
$10,000 a year; one a manufacturer, earning the same 
amount, and one an army officer with a ‘von’ before 
his name and $2000 a year, there is no hesitation on 
her part. She ta‘es the noble and the army officer.” 

Poultney Bigelow, the American writer, who as a 
boy was a playmate of Emperor William and who had 
opporstunities of studying the junkers at close range, 
relates in his boox, “Prussian Memories,” a conversa- 
tion he had with the wife of Prof. Helmholtz, one of 
the glorious names of German science. She said in 
angry tones: 

‘For social purposes I would rather have the young- 
est Lieutenant in thé Berlin garrison as husband than

I believe it would make 
even the Graf say something. But I won’t do any- 
thing so unlike, as Frau Bornsted would say, what a 
junges Madchen generally does, but go to hed instead, 
into the prettiest bed I’ve slept in since I had a frilly 


_cot. in the nursery—all pink silk coverlet and lace- 


edged sheets. The room is just like an English coun- 
try-house bedroom; in fact, the Grafin told me she 
got all her chintzes in London! It’s so funny, after 
my room at Frau Berg’s, and my little unpainted 
wooden attic at the Oberforsterei. 

Good-night, my blessed mother. There are two owls 
somewhere calling to each other in the forest. Not 
another sound. Such utter peace.

born and had spent his entire life. Double that amount 
for service in the army, besides board and clothing 
serrned enormous in the colored soldier’s eyes. Even 
after sending home $15 each month he has as much or 
mcre than he ever earned picking cotton. 

Another story is told of a negro boy who one day 
a’ eda Y. M. C. A. secretary: 

“Say, boss—what’s dis heah Kaisah Bill stuff? Jes’ 
show him to me an’ Ah’ll shoot arm, so we-all kin go 
back t’ Alabam’.” 

Seventy-five per cent of these colored troops have 
never had an opportunity to learn English well enough 
to read or write or to study even grade school sub- 
jects. It was soon found that so many negroes could 
neither read nor write that their illiteracy was seri- 
ously interfering with their becoming good soldiers. 

Some men hardly knew their right foot from their 
left and many could not understand military orders, 
though they were given in the simplést language. 
When it came to filling out questionnaires or blanks 


of any kind the men were nonplussed and were com-- 


pelled to call upon some literate friend or the Y. M. 
(. A. secretaries to help them. 

In a moment of real necessity and almost wholly un- 
equipped, the secretaries set about to relieve home- 
sickness and anxiety by writing letters for the men, 
though they knew that in many instances not even 
the men’s families would be able to read them. In 
this connection the story is told of a colored boy who 


asked a secretary to write a letter to his sweetheart.’ 


With much painstaking the boy dictated what he want- 
ed to say to his girl down in Alabama and the secre- 
tary carefully noted it down. 

When it had been finished the boy_surprised the 
aimanuensis by asking: 

“Would you-all mind writin’ ’nother lettah, boss?” 


“No,” said the secretary,. “not at all. Who shall we 


write this time?’ ° 

“*Nother gal,” said the boy. 

“All right,” agreed the secretary, ready for any 
queer turn. ‘What shall I say?” 
_.The colored boy scratched his head for a moment be- 
fore he said: “Well, boss, jes’ copy de first lettah.”’ 

In the midst of the letter-writing demand in this 
same cantonment a secretary came upon a number of 
English leaflets that had been used to instruct for- 
eign-speaking men in barracks which the negroes now 
occupied. He eagerly seized upon these and immedi- 
ately organized a class in English, using the same pho- 
netic system devised by Dr. Peter Roberts. Several 
days later, in reporting his work to headquarters, 
he declared that more lessons were imperative, as the 
men were simply “eating them up.” 


Such a demand had not been anticipated by the Y. 
M. C. A., and in the absence of anything better the 
Roberts leaflets were used, with the result that hun- 
dreds of colored men became inoculated with the germ 
of ambition and engaged eagerly in learning to read 
and write the common tongue of the country. 

Whereas, only a | sew weeks before there had been 
several hundred letters written daily in the Y. 
M. C. A. hut for colored men at Camp Dodge, there 
now began to be written literally thousands. It was 
estimated that nearly 5000 letters were being written 
by the colored troops during the Christmas season. 

One day a secretary in charge of English instruction 
for colored troops appealed to the Camp Educational 
Director: 

“We must have pens and ink for these men now; 
1000 of each.”’ 

“But the men have pencils,” said the Educational Di- 
rector. ‘Why should they have pen and ink?” 


“Because they have to sign the payroll in ink—and 
hundreds of them can’t use a pen to save their lives.”’ 


The idea was a new one in Y. M. C. A. experience, 
for no one had any idea that one who wrote with a 
pencil could not also write with a pen. But some 
of the signatures of the colored troopers were ex- 
amined and what appeared to be perfectly legible in 
pencil was nothing less than a pen scratch in ink. 

So the Y. M. C. A. provided 1000 penholders, 2000 pen- 
points and 1000 bottles of ink and set the men to work 
with their new weapon. The weapon proved in many 
cases to be somewhat of the nature of a squirtgun, 


for those who tried it for the first time almost covered 


themselves with ink; some of them loo*ed as if they 
had been taking a bath in it, 

But the difficulty was overcome by patience and 
practice and today ‘a majority of these colored troops 
can write as well with a pen as with a pencil. 


At Camp Grant the Y. M. C. A. campaign in writing 
was given the slogan: “Every Man Must Write His 
Name,” and the response was immediate. Some of the 
men had been told the story that they could not draw 
their pay unless they could sign their names to the 
payroll in ink, but a majority of them entered the cam- 
paign because they were interested in being able to 
communicate with their folks at home. 

Camp Sherman has quartered nearly 4000 colored 
troops, practically all of whom have been enrolled in 
one or more phases of Y.’'M. C. A. activity. Educa- 
tional lectures of various kinds have attracted a large 
attendance and English classes for illiterates have been 
popular. Captains of colored companies have insisted

Throughout the Central Military De- 
partment the English and letter-writing campaigns 
have produced widely beneficial results. The men 
are by no means so lonesome as they were or as 
they would be. without their present knowledge; they 
are now in closer touch with their homes and friends 
alfd as a whole are a much more contented lot of na- 
tional defenders. Also, their ambitions have been 
whetted and they are ready to enroll in other educa- 
tional classes whenever they shall be organized.

From the physical standpoint these same men are 
being helped perhaps more than any others in the en- 
tire enlistment. Not many negroes have had an oppor- 
tunity to indulge in outdoor recreation; they have 
the play instinct, but they have never known how to 
give expression to it except by means of the buck- 
and-wing and a few other crude and simple play move- 
ments. “ 

Naturally, they have responded eagerly to the ath- 
letic games and general recreational features of the 
Y. M. C. A. program. 

“They all have to be taught how to play,” said one 
of the physical directors in a big cantonment, “but they 
are really quick to learn and get lots of good from their

many years after the town 
was settled, and in which 
Louis A. Benoist was 
born, was a touch of . 
France — McDowell’s 
Medical College became 
famous for its unusual 
architecture and for the 
historical events with 
which it was connected 


HE graceful, picturesque type 
of architecture which, ap- 
pears to have been most 
prevalent in St. Louis three 
generations ago—English, 
with colonial ornamenta- 
tions—probably was 
brought here by men who came West 
from the Atlantic coast states. Before 
them the French settlers of the town put 
their stamp upon the architecture. One 
of the earliest bulidings of whicn a pic- 
ure has been preserved is shown below. 
The date it was built is not recorded, but 
the picture is said to have been made in. 
1790. So far as its architecture is con- 
cerned, the building might have been 
transported bodily to St. Louis from a 
French village. 
The residence was situated at the north- 
east corner of Main and Elm streets, and 
in later years sometimes was known as 
the “Conde house” and sometimes as the ‘“‘Benoist 
house.” It is said to have been first occupied by Dr. 
Andrew A. Conde, a native of France, who came to 
St. Louis in 1766 and whd was the grandfather of Louis 
A. Benoist, pioneer banker and financier and father of 
the elder generation of Benoists now residing here. 
Louis Benoist was born in this residence, in the room 
whose window is shown at the right in the upper. part. 
The Benoists afterward lived at Eighth and Pine 
streets, where the Wright Building now is situated, 
and: the family home there is remembered by many 
of the older residents of the city. 
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One of the famous buildings which have passed in 
St. Louis was the old McDowell Medical College, 
at Eighth and Gratiot streets, because of its 


- peculiar style of architecture and the historical events 


of which it became the center. It was built. by Dr. 
Joseph Nash McDowell, one of the most eminent sur- 
geons of the West, in 1847. It was a combination of 
Greek and Colonial. A portico was supported by 
square columns, whose capitals appear from - pictures 
to be Corinthian or Ionic, but a balustrade above was 
Colonial. A cuopla was square at the base, octagonal 
above'and surmounted by another Colonial balustrade, 
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and the building had other unusual Fae, 

Dr. McDowell, who was born in St. Louis in 1805 and 
died here in 1868, first practiced medicine and partici- 
pated in conducting a medical college in Cincinnati. 
He returned to his native city in 1840 and, with Dr. 
John S. Moore of Tennessee, founded a medical col- 
lege as a department of Kemper College, {n a building 
at Ninth and Cerre streets, which afterward became 
the Wainwright brewery. The school later was known 
as McDowell’s Medical Cellege. As an educational in- 
stitution it was prosperous from/the start and soom

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HE most sensational figure 
in the musical world this 
season is 17-year-old Jascha 
Heifetz, whom his teacher, 
the celebrated Leopold 


Auer, has proclaimed the ° 


greatest genius of the vio- 
lin in the last two centuries. Makers of 
myths. and legends about musica! prodi- 
gies are already busy, but here are the 


true facts concerning his biography, as re- 


lated in a statement officially issued by 
his managers: 

Jascha (or Joseph) Heifetz was born at 
Vilna, Russia, of Jewish parents, 17 years 
ago. At the age of 3 he began his musical 
studies with his: father, also a violinist, 
as his teacher. At 5 he entered the Royal 
School of Music at Vilna, making a public 
appearance the same year. The boy was 
only 6 when he played the Mendelssohn 
concerto in public, and at the age of 8 he 
was graduated from the conservatory. 

He was then taken to Petrograd, where, 
after many disappointments, a_ hearing 
was finally arranged with Prof. Auer, the 
Hungarian maestro, who is considered the 
ablest teacher of the violin in history. 
Some days later this famous instructor de- 


clared that Heifetz was the most astonish- ° 


ing genius he had ever heard. Less than 
two years after going to Petrograd, Hei- 
fetz gave his first recital and at once 
caught the eyes agd ears of musical Rus- 
sia. — 
Soon afterwards he played seven con- 
certs with the Odessa Symphony Orches- 
tra, during an exhibition held in that city. 
In 1911 he made his first tour outside of 
Russia, appearing in Berlin with the Phil- 
harmonic Orchestra under Arthur Nikisth, 
then in Vienna under Wassily Safonoff, 
and in other cities of Central Europe. 


At the outbreak of the war he was living 
with his parents and two sisters in Petro- 
grad, and was not interned in Germany, 
as some accounts have stated. Prior. to 
coming to America he made a tour 
through Norway, Denmark and Sweden, 
and last winter he gave 12 ene in Pet- 
rograd. 

He had never appeared in London or 
any part of the British empire. It took

him and his family two months to reach 
America from Russia; they journeyed 
through Siberia and China, across the Pa- 
cific to San Francisco and from there, last 
September, to New York. 

He made his American debut at Car- 
negie Hall in New York, on Oct. 27. His 
fame had preceded him, and he was greet- 
ed by one of the most distinguished audi- 
ences ever gathered in the city. Every 
musician of note for miles around was 
present, including Fritz Kreisler, Mischa 
Elman and Leopold Godowsky. 

It is related that as the recital proceed- 
ed, Eiman began to perspire, mopped his 
brow and tugged at his collar, finally 
turning to Godowsky, the famous pianist,

with the complaint: “My, my, Leopold, 
it’s frightfully hot in here.” Godowsky re- 
plied heartlessly: “Not. for pianists, 
Mischa.” 

At any rate, the audience and critics 
proclaimed that in Heifetz, aged 17, had 
arisen a violinistic star of the very first 
magnitude. It was agreed that he had 
Absolutely nothing to learn concerning the 
technique of his instrument, that if ever 
there was flawless perfection in violin 
playing, it was here. What created great 
astonishment was the boy’s complete mod- 
esty ahd absence of mannerisms, his ma- 
turity of poise, his sphinx-like imper- 
turbability in the face of the most frantic 
demonstrations in his honor. 

Heifetz went on to Chicago and played 
there with the Symphony Orchestra. A 
recital was immediately arranged for the 
next Tuesday night, and when it arrived 
Orchestra Hall was packed to the last 
seat, and 200 persons were accommodated 
on the stage. The result was a furore re- 
calling the early days of Paderewski, so 
rare is such a demonstration in an Amer- 
ican city. The youthful artist was even 
followed to his automobile by a crowd 
which cheered as he drove away. Had it 
been in the old days of carriages, it is 
certain the throng would have unhitched 
the horses and drawn him with their own 
hands to his hotel. 

Heifetz has since given nine recitals in 
New York, all to crowded houses. He 
has given two additional recitals in Chi- 
cago, and will be heard here at the Odeon 
on. the night of Feb. 8. In Boston he 
aroused immense excitement, and the crit- 


ic of the conservative Transcript had the |= 


following to say: 

“His listeners looked upon a slender 
youth, with a drawn, hollowed and weary 
face that his playing belied; a notably 
high forehead and intent eye, sensitive 
lips and mobile chin, of the complexion 
that the French call chataigne, with a 
halo of bright hair for a final setting. 

“Noticeably, his hands are a violinist’s, 
long of line, lengthy-fingered, supple, 
from: as long, slender and pliant wrists. 
Already his manners and aspect are those 
of a cultivated and modest youth of the

my illustrious excellency of a scientist.”’ 
Bigelow’s comment is: “She spoke in 
anger and under provocation, and when 
her anger had. subsided perhaps’. she 
changed her mind, but I doubt it.” 

The same writer comments on the fact 
that in the great statuary group in Ber- 
lin commemorating Frederick the Great, 
his Marshals occupy prominent ~ places, 
while Kant, the greatest of German think- 
ers, cannot be found without search, and 
is then to be discovered under the tail 
of Frederick’s horse. He recalis that 


<“Mommsen and Virchow died social pari- 


ahs in Berlin, and felt fortunate in escap- 
ing prison garb, while Treitschke and S5y- 
bel, who glorified the Prussian state, died 
rich in honors from a grateful sovereign 
and his military caste. 

Bigelow relates that as a boy of 8 he 
was sent to a big boarding school at Bonn, 
and that the Frau Professorin was filled 


with horror at his presumption in daring 


to dislike beer soup, which she knew must 
be good because it was prescribed by a 
Prussian institution. On the first night, 
when Herr Professor began intoning the 
Lord’s Prayer in German, the little Amer- 
ican boy had the misfortune to cast his 
eyes up at the ceiling instead of lowering 
them to the floor, as prescribed by the 
regulations. He was punished with a blow 
on the head whith almost floored him, 
and remarks that the master “no doubt 
glowed with an inner satisfaction at one 
more duty done, one more step onward 
in the march that was spreading Prussian 
educational methods to the efids of the 
earth.”’ 

Concerning the cruelty of ‘the Prussian 
officer, Bigelow tells that later in life he 
was a guest on a German war vessel in 
the West Indies. A gunnery drill was on, 
and an officer strolled with him from 
gun to gun. 


“In the midst of a sentence,” he states, 
“he stopped and, drawing his hand back 
as one about to send a ball from center 
field to home base, he administered a 
blow on the cheek of a gunner that vir- 
idly recalled my experience at Korf@garn’s 
religious exercises. The blow was ac- 
companied by a few sharp words. The 
officer then smiled pleasantly and went 
on with his conversation as might a man 
who had demolished a mosquito or re- 
moved a fly from his: beer mug.’’ 

“Some of my German friends,” he adda, 
“have shown considerable irritation when 


I pointed out sympathetically that the 


conception-of a gentleman was not at 
home in Prussia, but had to be imported 
in a mutilated form.” 

As the playmate of the Prussian Crown 


Prince, now the Emperor, and his brother, | 


Prince Henry, Bigelow often met “the 
orthodox children of Prussia who have 
been drilled to stand at attention and 
move by word of command only.” 
“Many such children,’’ he says, “came 
to the palace during my Potsdam days; 


they were all of the highest military aris- 7. 


tocracy and were obviously invited for 
reasons of etiquette and from no désire 
on the part of the two Princes, who dis- 
liked nothing more than the hypocritical- 
ly perfect manners of these tiresome, 
supertrained junkerlings. However, it 
was not their fault entirely, for their pa- 
rents had drilled the spontaneous life- 
spring out of them and they moved and 
spoke as if a spy were behind the arras 
to denounce them for any natural expres- 
sion that might eo drop from 
their lips.” 

Bigelow reminds his neaiieie of a nota- 
ble instance of cowardice on the part of 
the Prussian junkers as a class, and also 
asserts that the men who made Prussia 
great were not Prussians. 


“Frederick the Great,” he says, “never 
had a large army, compared with those 
of today, but it was terribly efficient, and 
always larger, stronger and more active 
than that of any other monarch. His sol- 
diers were virtually slaves, whom he 
flogged, shot or rewarded, without ref- 
erence to the paragraphs of any law 
book. 

“His army and his system, however, 
were completely wrecked in 1806 at the 
battle of Jena, when the son of a Corsican 
notary chased the whole Prussian army, 
along with its titled officers, through a 
dozen different German states, and halted 
only when a few fragments of the Pots- 
dam guards crept into the Russian lines 
for safety.”

became one of the leading medical colleges cf the West, 
When Dr. McDowell erected the structure shown im 
the upper picture on page 13, in 1847, his school was 
made the medical department of the University of Mis- 
souri and retained that connection 10 years. 

Soon after the beginning of the Civil War Dr. Mc 
Dowell’s pronounced Southern sympathies brought 
upon him the hand of the Federal authorities. His 
college building was seized and used first as a bar- 
racks and later as a military prison. Dr. MeDowell 
went south and served-as a surgeon and medical di- 
rector for the Confederacy. At the close of the war he 
returned to St. Louis and re-established his college, 
but died three years later and the college was moved 
to Sixth and Elm streets. It underwent various 
changes until a reorganization was effected which 
made it the Missouri Medical College and it was trans- 
ferred to a new building at Twenty-third street and 
Lucas avenue. 

Dr. McDowell was a man of many eccentricities but 
great ability. ‘Well educated, both generally and i, 
medicine, he had a wide reputation for being a polished | 
orator in addition to a skillful surgeon. | 
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
